The motive alleged 
is that the steel trust men regard Roosevelt 
as friendly,“ and that by backing him they 
can obtain revenge for the president's insti- 
tution of @ suit to dissolve the big trust. 


Dislike of Taft Disputed.

Economical Housekeeping 


Graham Bread. 


BY JANE EDDINGTON. 

HE graham bread problem is largely a 

flour problem. Graham bread is agree- 

able to the taste, fine for the health, 

far better than white bread, but is now- 

adays considered difficult to make. A 
part of this difficulty comes to the inexperi- 
enced, because they expect to get exactly the 
same effects from using graham ‘meal or flour 
that they can get with white flour. 

Some of the graham flours on the market 
are not only made of poorer grades of wheat, 
but of not even the best part of these It is 
for this reason that the bake trade uses from 
a third to a half of patent flour in its bread, 
which, for this and other reasons, bear but 
slight resemblaneé. to the graham bread which 


Dri Graham was for many years. the propa- ~ 


gandist for. l dark flours containing. bran 


“prove” more rapidly ‘than others, and there- 


fore require less yeast. Most bakers use too 
much yeast, or- perhaps prove their doughs 
too much, or use so much white flour that the 
graham is hardly more than a flavor to a very 
unsubstantial sort of bread, A good graham 
bread has a great deal of what we may call 
body, and is decidedly something to chew 
upon, and an agreeable something. 

Probably the most wholesome graham bread 
* that made with 8 sour milk. and mo- 
asses. 


The daintiest 1 bread is undoubtedly 
made of yeast and sifted graham flour. But 
to sift this flour deprives it of its valuable 
aperient quality. In the soda breads this lat- 
ter quality is made the more effective by the 
use of molasses. For fine lunches, when 
something exceptionally dainty and different 
is required, a bread of this nature is very sat- 
isfactory, but not of much if any ‘higher 
health value than a patent flour bread. 

Graham Bread. — For one loaf: One and a 
half cups of sour milk, one-half cup of mo- 
lasses, one teaspoon of salt, one level tea- 
spoon of soda dissolved in the milk, two cups 
of graham flour, not sifted, and one-half cup 
of white flour, Beat.thoroughly, put into 
bread: pans, and bake slowly one hour. To 
beat this in the most thorough way, put the 
flour Into the milk a little at a time. To pre- 
vent the loaf from having a hard crust, wet 
the outside of a large spoon with cold water 
and pat the oat with it. This will make the 
surface very smooth, instead of ragged. If 
the loaf is rubbed with butter when frst 
taken from the oven the crust will be richer 
and less likely to separate from the crumb 
when it is cut. 


— 

Some people who are at present making an 
advocacy of graham flour their life work and 
business make a bread by the receipe which 
follows. 

Graham Bread Always allow a pint to a 
pound and a pound toa loaf. Should you wish 
three loaves, put three good pints of warm 
water in bread pans, one cake of compressed 
yeast, and a teaspoon of sugar. Mix these 
until the yeast is dissolved. Add a light 
three pounds of flour, mix together, cover, 
and leave for two hours, Do not put in a hot 
place and do not chill, Then oll the bake 
tins (the straight up one pound tins are best), 
add one teaspoon of salt, mix down (with 
hands in pan) until a nice doughy consistency. 
Do not add any flour. Then shape into loaves, 
put in tins, and let stand about ten minutes. 


Light the oven, put the bread in at once, bake | 


forty-five minutes with a hot fire, Change 
the bread around after thirty minutes. After 
baking forty-five minutes, turn the fire very 
low for fifteen minutes or more, and then oil 
the tops when out of the oven. 

‘Probably the hot fire hér eee is not 
the hot fire of some peoplé’s imagination, for 
a very hot fire would burn this bread more 
quickly than ft would burn a white bread.
